Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  my  annual  report  on  the  health  of  the 
district  for  the  year  ended  Jlst  December  1942. 

• The  infantile  death-rate  (34)  was  considerably  below  the 
average  for  the  Country. 

No  maternal  deaths  were  notified  during  the  year. 

The  general  statistical  summary  including  tables  of  local 
populations  has  been  omitted  for  reasons  of  national  security, 
and  in  the  interests  of  economy  the  report  has  again  been 
materially  shortened.

PHYSICAL'  AND  SOCIAL . 


The  county  district  of  Irlam  is  roughly  square  in  shape, 
with  sides  over  three  and  a half  miles  long. 

A considerable  area  of  the  great  Chat  Moss  comes  within  the 
district  boundaries  and,  being  unfit  for  building  purposes,  is 
almost  all  under  cultivation.  This  provides  a relieving  contrast 
to  the  remainder  of  the  area  which  is  intensely  industrial  in 
character. 

Employment  in  the  district  is  good,  end  no  conditions  have 
been  noted  of  occupation  or  environment  which  appear  to  have 
had  a prejudicial  effect  on  health.

BIRTHS. 

The  total  number  of  births  belonging  to  the  district  after 
the  necessary  adjustments  for  inward  and  outward  transfers 
was  203*  giving  a birthrate  of  14*6  against  15.0  for  the  previous 


DEATHS . 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  district  was  102,  but 
deducting  4 deaths  of  persons  not  usually  resident  in  this 
district  and  adding  37  deaths  of  residents  which  occurred  in 
other  districts,  the  corrected  number  was  135* 

This  gave  a deathrate  of  9 '7  per  1,000  of  population  com- 
pared with  7*8  in  1941. 

INFANT  MORTALITY. 

There  were  7 deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age, 
giving  a deathrate  of  34  per  1,000  live  births,  compared  with 
70  lor  the  previous  year.  *

There  were  27  deaths  from  cancer,  giving  a rate  of  1*95 
per  1,000  of  the  population.

24  deaths,  giving  a deathrate  of  1.73  per  1,000  of  the  popu- 
lation, compared  with  1.2  in  the  previous  year. 

RESPIRATORY  ORGANS . 

24  deaths  (bronchitis,  pneumonia  and  other  respiratory 
diseases),  giving  a deathrate  of  1*73  per  1,000,  compared  with 
13  deaths  giving  a deathrate  of  0*92  for  1941. 

PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE . 

The  table  below  gives  the  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious 
diseases.  Compared  with  the  previous  year  there  were  reductions 
in  the  numbers  of  cases  of  diphtheria,  pneumonia  and  measles. 

No  case  of  whooping  cough  was  notified. 

The  Council’s  scheme  for  artificial  immunisation  against 
diphtheria  was  continued  during  the  year  and  secured  a good 
response  from  parents. 

Diphtheria  antitoxin  is  available  to  all  medical  prac- 
titioners at  the  Public  Health  Office.

I beg  to  submit  my  report  on  the  sanitary  conditions  and 
circumstances  of  the  district  for  the  year  ended  31st  December 
1942. 

The  essential  sanitary  services  were  well-maintained  in  spite 
of  many  difficulties 

Shortage  of  suitable  labour  created  problems  in  connection 
with  refuse  collection  and  salvage  operations  but.,  on  the  whole, 
the  services  were  continued  satisfactorily.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES. 

Water  Supply.  Nine  properties  in  the  outlying  parts  of  the 
district  receive  water  supplies  from  the  county  borough  of 
Warrington.  The  remainder  of  the  district  is  served  by  the 
mains  of  the  Manchester  Corporation.  Supplies  v/ere  constant  and 
of  good  quality. 

Rivers  and  Streams.  Frequent  inspections  were  made  of  rivers 
and  streams. 

Two  complaints  concerning  the  flooding  of  agricultural 
land  were  dealt  with  by  the  County  land  drainage  engineer,  this 
department  rendering  assistance  whenever  possible. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE . 

With  the  exception  of  a small  number  of  isolated  houses, 
chiefly  on  the  Moss  area,  all  properties  are  connected  to  the 
sewers . 

Sewers  and  drains  are  regularly  flushed. 

The  activated  sludge  system  is  themethod  employed  at  the 
Council’s  sewage  works,  and  a satisfactory  effluent  was  maintained.

17  inspections  were  made  of  shops  and  the  provisions  of  the 
Act  respecting  heating,  ventilation  and  sanitary  accommodation 
were  found  to  be  reasonably  complied  with. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING  SERVICE . 

During  the  year  a number  of  complaints  were  dealt  with  concern- 
ing the  infrequent  removal  of  house  refuse.  The  irregularities 
were  occasioned  chiefly  bj'  the  increased  demands  of  the  salvage 
effort  which  made  it  impossible  to  maintain  the  pre-war  standard  of 
a weekly  collection  of  refuse.  Fortnightly  and,  during  the  winter 
months,  three-weekly  collections  became  the  rule.  Apart  from  the 
complaints  referred  to  the  service  operated  smoothly  and  satisfac- 
torily throughout  the  year. 

The  bulk  of  refuse  was  disposed  of  at  the  salvage  and  incinera- 
tion plant,  the  remainder  by  tipping. 
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SALVAGE. 

This  branch  of  the  cleansing  service  was  continued  during 
the  year  with  good  results.  i\n  increase  in  the  amount  of 
salvage  collected  resulted  in  a substantial  increase  in  revenue 
compared  with  the  previous  year. 

The  communal  bin  system  for  collecting  waste  food  7/as  put 
into  operation.  Great  care  was  taken  when  selecting  places  for 
the  bins,  and  no  complaints  were  received  concerning  the 
operation  of  the  scheme. 

Periodical  examinations  of  waste  food  were  made  and  it 
was  noted  that  the  greatest  food  value  of  the  refuse  was  its 
bread  content)  this  being  surprisingly  high.
